TOWN   WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Frances- 
town  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Selectmen,  or  make  any  alterations  in  the  same 
and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  finance 
the  same  as  finally  adopted. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars,  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  future  fire  truck  replacement,  or  take  any 
action  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  future  highway  equipment,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  town  buildings,  or  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
reserve  from  all  available  Summer  Highway  Funds,  not  less 
than  one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  for  road 
maintenance  after  September  1,  inasmuch  as  they  are  respon- 
sible for  the  expenditure  of  money  and  the  discharge  of  duties 
of  the  Highway  Agent  under  the  Rev.  Laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  Chap.  96,  Sec.  9. 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  four  ($104.00)  dollars  to  the  Monad- 
nock  Region  Association  for  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed 
matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  present  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  inserting  the  following  paragragh  6A: 

"Within  said  zones  no  person  or  persons  shall  display  or 
cause  to  be  displayed  advertising  signs  or  billboards  except 
those  offering  real  property  for  sale  or  rent,  or  those  advertising 
an  owner's  or  tenant's  business  venture." 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  ($800.00)  dollars  to  re-shingle  and  repair 
the  roof  of  the  Fire  House. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  hours  of  the 
business  meeting  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  from  1  P.  M.  to 
7:30  P.  M. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Selectmen  post 
all  property  bought  for  taxes  thirty  (30)  days  after  such  pur- 
chase, until  rescinded. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  ($350.00)  dollars  to  have  the  Boston 
Chimney  and  Tower  Company  recondition  and  gold-leaf  the 
weather  vane  on  the  Old  Meeting  House. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  re- 
pairing the  cupola  on  the  Town  Hall. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  re- 
pairing the  King  Hill  Road. 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  pro- 
viding toilet  facilities  in  the  Library. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  current  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Auditing  Division  audit  the  Town  books, 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

18.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees 
heretofore  chosen  and  take  action  on  same. 


19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

SYNOPSIS  OF  TOWN  MEETING 
March  11,  1958 

Art.  2.  Exp.  Town  Hall  and  other  town  bldgs.  be  amended  to 
read  $800.00,  ($300.00  to  be  used  for  gravel  in  front  of  Town 
Hall).  Fire  Dept.  figure  be  divided— $1,086.03  for  Fire  Dept., 
the  remainder  $113.97  for  Forest  Fire. 

Town  Maint.  Winter  Rds.  be  changed  to  read  $3,750.00 

Amount   for   Cemeteries   be   raised   from   $200.00  to  $300.00

Art.  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars,  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
future  Fire  Truck  replacement. 

Art.  4  Voted  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  reserve  from  all 
available  Summer  Highway  Funds,  not  less  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  for  road  maintenance  after 
September  9. 

Art.  5.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seventy- 
five  ($75.00)  dollars  to  repair  the  roof  and  doors  of  the  Hearse 
House  in  Cemetery  No.  3. 

Art.  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  the 
handling  of  cemetery  appropriated  funds  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  Town  Departments. 
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Art.  7.  Moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  ehminate  from  future  annual  reports  the  section  entitled 
"Detailed  Statement  of  Payments."   This  motion  was  defeated. 

Art.  8.  Voted  to  have  the  Selectmen  post  all  property  bought 
for  taxes  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  Title  is  obtained 
by  the  Town  and  sale  of  such  property  is  to  be  at  an  advertised 
public  auction  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

Art.  9.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  future  highway  equipment. 

Art.  10.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  three 
hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  a  portable  forest 
fire  pump. 

Art.  11.  Voted  that  the  Town  not  place  the  Stagecoach  on 
loan  with  A.  F.  Desgrosielliers  of  Greenville,  N.  H.  for  safe 
storage  and  exhibit  to  the  public,  but  that  the  Selectmen  be  in- 
structed instead  to  have  coach  repaired  and  stored  in  suitable 
place  in  Francestown. 

Art.  12.  Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on  instructing 
the  Selectmen  to  keep  separate  accounts  for  the  Fire  Dept.  and 
the  Forestry  Dept. 

Art.  13.  Voted  that  the  Town  join  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association. 

Art.  14.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  eighty  eight  dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ($288.13) 
for  the  expenses  of  the  building  committee  appointed  by  Article 
9  of  the  1957  Warrant  being  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  sum 
originally  voted. 

Art.  15.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  five  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Town  Buildings. 

Art.  16.  Voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  one  hundred  twenty  ($30,120.00)  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  razing  the  present  Fire  Station  and  erecting  on  the 
site  of  said  Fire  Station  a  new  Town  Building  to  house  the  Town 
Fire  equipment  and  provide  office  space  for  Town  Officers. 

Art.  17.  Voted  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  building  to 
house  Town  equipment  on  land  of  the  Town  to  spend  out  of 
Capital  Reserve  Funds  a  sum  not  to  exceed  five  thousand 
($5,000.00)  dollars. 
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Art.  18.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  build- 
ing committee  of  five  (5)  members  to  act  with  the  Selectmen  in 
the  supervision  and  construction  of  the  building  voted  upon  in 
Article  17. 

Art.  19.  Voted  to  continue  the  committee  to  study  further  all 
Town  building  needs,  and  to  activate  the  advisory  committee  to 
assist  them,  and  to  study  Town  road  conditions. 

Art.  20.  Voted  that  the  Town  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  bor- 
row a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  current  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  21.  Voted  that  the  Town  have  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Municipal  Auditing  Division  audit  the  Town  books. 

Art.  22.  Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  reports  of  Agents, 
Auditors,  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Jan.  10,  1959 
Board  of  Selectmen: 
Francestown,  N.  H. 

The  Fire  Department  hereby  submits  their  report  and 
financial  statement  for  1958  together  with  the  Budget  for  1959. 

As  of  midnight  Dec.  31,  1958,  we  have  had  three  full  years 
without  a  fire  loss  in  structures  and  the  total  loss  for  the  past 
four  years  is  only  seventy-five  dollars.  The  department  con- 
gratulates the  people  of  Francestown  for  their  strict  observance 
of  the  rule — "Don't  give  fire  a  place  to  start." 

From  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  we  have  in  con- 
junction with  the  Civil  Defense  Authority  been  able  to  purchase 
Federal  Surplus  Material  at  a  fraction  of  its  initial  cost.  This 
purchasing  made  it  possible  to  acquire  much  needed  equipment 
which  otherwise  we  could  not  afford. 

Late  in  December  our  new  (to  us)  Pumper-Tanker  combina- 
tion truck  was  delivered  and  placed  in  service,  constituting  a 
material  contribution  to  the  efficiency  of  our  equipment. 

The  efficiency  of  the  department's  equipment  is  now  at  the 
highest  point  ever  enjoyed  by  the  town.  Payment  for  the  unit 
was  accomplished  by  using  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  re- 
placement of  Fire  Trucks  and  the  most  generous  ($1,450.00) 
contribution  by  the  Volunteer  Fire  Company,  so  that  no 
additional  assistance  was  required  by  the  tax  payers. 

We  again  call  attention  to  poor  structural  condition  of  the 
Fire  Station  and  request  that  in  the  interest  of  safety  and 
preservation  that  it  be  remedied  promptly. 

This  Department  has  just  been  accepted  as  a  member  of  the 
Southwestern  N.  H.  Mutual  Aid  Association.  Upon  notification 
to  the  dispatcher  there  will  be  additional  apparatus  furnished  at 
once.  This  assistance  of  course  greatly  adds  to  our  fire  fighting 
ability. 

We  appreciate  the  assistance  given  by  other  town  depart- 
ments and  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens  in  the  efforts  of  the 
Department.

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You  Can  Help  Prevent  Forest  Fires 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are 
caused  from  careless  debris  burning — brush,  paper,  leaves,  etc. 
Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the 
local  forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires 
annually  runs  into  large  sums  of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of 
putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to  court 
prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  two-hundred  ($200) 
dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning  at 
home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your  per- 
sonal convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal 
of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material  and  other  useless 
items  which  accumulate  around  the  home  and  local  stores; 
brush,  etc.  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally  and 
financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — the 
law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.   Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.  Use  your  town 
dump.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1958,  which  was  made  by  this  Division  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter 
hsted  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Commission,  Fire 
Department  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  December  31,  1957 — Decem- 
ber 31,  1958  (Exhibit  A-1). 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1957  and 
December  31,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein  the  Surplus  decreased  by  $1,815.24,  from  $5,628.99  to 
$3,813.75,  during  1958. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 

during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2  with  the  factors  which 

caused  the  change  indicated  therein.    These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1958,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  in- 
dicated by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  overdraft 
of  appropriations  of  $3,603.26,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $904.13, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $2,699.13. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1). 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1958,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uni- 
form classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof 
of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31,  1958,  is  indicated 
in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared 
with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  weM  as  entries  in  the 
books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository 
banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's 
records. 

General  Comments 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  decreased  from  $7,128.99  to  $4,313.75  during  1958,  as 
shown  herewith:

Monthly  Totals  in  Selectmen's  Record  of  Expenditures: 

It  is  noted  that  the  Selectmen's  record  of  expenditures  book 
had  not  been  totalled  during  the  fiscal  year.  It  is  important  that 
this  be  done  at  least  monthly  in  order  that  comparison  may  be 
made  between  appropriations  and  expenditures  and  control 
over  appropriations  thereby  exercised.  The  aggregate  amount 
of  the  classification  column  totals  on  each  page  should  agree 
with  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  "total  amount  paid"  column. 
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Town  Treasurer's  Surety  Bond: 

The  surety  bond  of  the  Town  Treasurer  should  be  increased 
from  $5,000.00  to  $8,000.00,  in  order  that  the  amount  of  the 
bond  may  be  commensurate  with  the  amount  of  funds  over 
which  the  Treasurer  has  custody. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require 
that  the  summary  of  finding  and  recommendations  (letter  of 
transmittal)  of  this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Frances- 
town  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

From  the  State  and  other  libraries  244  books  were  borrowed  and 
from  the  bookmobile,  212. 

Once  more  we  received  a  special  gift  from  a  summer  resident, 
$30,  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  fine  arts  collection.  Mrs. 
David  Howell  again  gave  $15  for  books,  and  the  Improvement 
Society  $75  which  includes  the  Doll  Money  collected  Labor 
Day,  the  doll  provided  by  Prof.  E.  B.  Hill  and  his  family. 

The  Shieling  Fund,  has  come  to  an  end  but  the  four  libraries 
which  shared  it  continue  to  meet  several  times  a  year  to  ex- 
change the  books.  We  have  a  complete  list  of  all  the  books 
bought,  and  a  list  of  books  currently  in  each  of  the  four  libraries ; 
any  of  these  books  may  be  asked  for  at  any  time.  This  col- 
lection covers  a  great  variety  of  topics:  travel,  biography, 
science,  literature,  how-to-do-it  books  from  toys  to  buildings, 
history,  poetry,  religion,  art,  politics,  nature  and  geography, 
language,  education. 

National  Library  Week  was  celebrated  in  March  when  most 
people  were  stranded  or  ill.  However,  the  P.T.A.  sponsored  a 
panel  discussion  on  children's  literature.  Persons  who  took 
part  in  the  panel  were  Mrs.  Oscar  Starrett,  moderator,  Mrs. 
Martha  Colburn,  Mrs.  George  Kunhardt,  Edward  Copithorne, 
and  Mrs.  William  Lord.  The  Librarian  also  "pulled  through" 
to  Greenfield  in  the  same  week  to  give  a  book  talk  at  the  library 
there.  She  reviewed  books  in  December  at  the  Greenfield 
Woman's  Club. 

In  anticipation  of  Library  Week  the  Library  was  visited  by 
public  relations  officials,  Mrs.  Myrtle  Mclntyre  and  Miss 
Doreen  Harper.  The  neighborhood  meeting  in  February  was 
held  at  the  Antrim  Library  and  attended  by  Mrs.  Kunhardt, 
Mrs.  Thompson,  Mrs.  Copithorne,  Mrs.  Starrett,  and  the 
Librarian. 

Linda  Eggert  is  the  eighth  grade  paid  assistant  this  year. 
Cheryl  Eggert  and  Cathy  Vadney  have  also  put  in  some  extra 
hours  helping  with  the  reorganizing,  cataloging  and  filing,  all  of 
which  has  been  well  done. 

In  library  usage  there  has  been  a  gradual  change  over  the 
past  few  years  which  appears  to  be  in  line  with  a  trend  through- 
out the  country.    Our  records  reveal  that  fewer  magazines  are 
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taken  out,  and  less  fiction,  including  mysteries,  also  fewer  books 
are  borrowed  by  the  "middle  age"  children,  but  a  great  deal 
more  non-fiction  on  all  sorts  of  topics  goes  out.  High  schoolers 
use  a  greater  variety  of  reference  material,  and  this  need  will  in- 
crease. Summer  residents  come  with  reading  lists  for  all  ages. 
We  were  able  to  be  of  use  to  three  adults  in  town  who  took 
courses  for  college  credit  during  the  year  on  children's  literature, 
international  relations,  and  psychiatry. 

The  Library  has  received  historical  material  of  several  kinds. 
Miss  Olive  Hirst  gave  old  valentines  and  books.  Miss  Anna 
Brewster  of  Northampton,  Mass.,  gave  nine  volumes,  the 
journals  of  Dr.  Clarence  Roote  who  once  lived  in  the  Crombie 
House.  These  records,  covering  boyhood  and  young  manhood 
here,  are  interesting  and  valuable  material  for  a  future  town 
history.  Miss  Brewster  also  gave  photostat  copies  of  the 
Daily  Hampshire  Gazette  of  Northampton,  for  the  years  1896- 
1931,  containing  articles  relating  to  Dr.  Roote. 

From  Miss  Faith  Bradford  came  a  diary  written  in  1801  by 
her  great  grandfather,  the  Rev.  Moses  Bradford,  as  he  journeyed 
from  town  to  town.  The  cost  of  food  seemed  to  be  an  important 
item!  Miss  Bradford  lives  in  Washington,  D.  C.  where  she  has 
retired  as  a  librarian  from  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  Historical  Rooms  have  been  visited  by  many  persons 
from  many  parts  of  the  country.  Miss  Alice  Jordan,  librarian 
from  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  author  of  children's  books, 
came  with  Mrs.  Bertha  Miller,  president  of  the  Horn  Book 
Magazine.  Dorothy  Kunhardt,  also  author  of  children's  books 
was  another  visitor  as  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Hankie, 
Japanese  teachers  in  this  country. 

The  school  children  have  made  several  special  visits  to  the 
Historical  Rooms  with  their  teachers,  all  of  whom  appreciate 
the  value  of  such  a  place  in  the  library  building;  it  has  many 
possibilities  for  providing  projects  in  history,  literature,  art, 
mechanics,  industry.  The  nature  collections  are  inspected  fre- 
quently, but  are  much  too  crowded  to  give  satisfaction.  The 
children's  room  needs  to  be  expanded.  Two  benches  and  a  set  of 
book  shelves  have  been  borrowed  for  current  use  until  we  can 
provide  something  better.  In  the  Reading  Room  a  dictionary 
stand  is  also  needed,  as  well  as  a  space-saving  upright  rack  for 
pamphlets  and  extra  magazines  which  so  many  persons  are 
generous  enough  to  give.  And  the  class  in  handcrafts,  in  charge 
of  Mrs.  Ruth  Douglass  of  Derry,  carries  on  its  work  in  the 
Historical  Rooms  under  handicaps.  A  more  suitably  appointed 
room  for  all  sorts  of  crafts  and  hobbies  could  well  be  combined 
with  a  children's  room  at  the  rear  of  the  building. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Wood  worth  and  her  pupils,  Mrs.  Susan  Wason  and 
Mrs.  Sidney  Doyle,  lent  several  of  their  paintings  from  the 
original  exhibit  at  Masonic  Hall,  an  exhibit  which  created  an 
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atmosphere,  pleasant  and  stimulating,  with  many  requests 
that  "Our  Artist  Colony"  come  forward  with  their  work  again 
next  summer. 

This  has  been  the  85th  year  of  service  to  the  community  by 
the  Town  Library  which  was  incorporated  in  1873.  We  have 
some  of  the  original  books,  and  some  that  belonged  to  earlier 
groups,  such  as  the  Home  Circle  organized  in  1851,  and  the 
Social  Library  of  1805.

Board  of  Selectmen  :

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  The  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectively  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

Staff  and  Instruction 

The  Francestown  Public  School  opened  this  Fall  with  one  change 
in  staff.  Mrs.  Martha  Colburn  continues  as  teacher  of  grades  one 
and  two  and  Miss  Hazel  Clement  as  teacher  of  grades  three  and 
four,  Mr.  John  Bean,  Jr.,  was  elected  as  Principal  and  teacher  of 
grades  five  through  eight.  Mr.  Bean  is  a  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire,  received  his  Master's  of  Education  degree 
from  Springfield  College  in  the  area  of  recreation  and  camping 
and  has  taken  extension  courses  at  Boston  University.  In  the  pre- 
vious two  years  he  has  served  as  an  instructor  in  a  science  and 
conservation  program  at  Palomar  Mountain  School  Camp,  operated 
by  the  San  Diego  School  District  in  San  Diego,  California.  It  has 
been  fortunate  to  have  a  person  of  Mr.  Bean's  background  and  cal- 
iber on  the  school  staff.  Miss  Ethelyn  Edwards  continues  as  teacher 
and  Supervisor  of  Music,  Miss  Sybil  Beatham  as  School  Nurse, 
Dr.  Louis  Wiederhold  as  School  Doctor  and  Mrs.  C.  Gladys  St. 
John  as  School  Lunch  Manager. 

The  level  of  instruction  at  the  Francestown  School  is  being 
maintained  at  a  very  satisfactory  level.  The  greatest  deterrent  to 
the  kind  of  instruction  that  all  are  desirous  of,  is  the  factor  of  four 
grades  being  handled  in  one  room.  As  one  might  well  realize  this 
kind  of  a  multiple  graded  room  situation  never  will  provide  the 
kind  of  education  that  all  would  like  to  see  in  Francestown.  Not 
only  is  this  a  factor  which  detracts  to  some  extent  from  the  level 
of  instruction  that  each  youngster  receives,  but  the  filling  of  the 
teaching  position  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  as  more  and 
more  schools  of  our  State  reduce  the  number  of  grades  per  room 
from  four,  to  three,  to  two  and  eventually  to  one.  During  the  past 
year  unusual  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  a  person  with 
qualifications  of  the  caliber  demanded  by  Francestown  and  one 
who  expressed  a  sincere  interest  in  this  kind  of  a  challenge  and 
difficult  teaching  situation. 

It  is  felt  to  be  important  to  note  that  four  of  the  six  graduates 
of  school  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter,  were  on  the  honor  roll  at 
Peterborough  High  School.  One  of  the  children  missed  the  honor 
roll  by  a  single  C.  It  is  felt  that  this  indicates  that  good  funda- 
mental education  can  and  is  being  provided  in  this  multiple  graded 
room  situation,  even  though  unusual  effort  is  required  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  and  teacher.  It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  the 
program  is  not  as  broad  as  it  would  be  in  a  larger  school,  or  in  a 
Junior  High  School  situation,  where  a  broader  curriculum  is  offer- 
ed to  pupils.  This  kind  of  performance,  however,  on  the  part  of 
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graduates  of  our  school  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  teachers  of  our 
school  and  should  further  encourage  parents  to  make  every  effort 
to  assist  in  the  educational  program  and  thus  strengthen  school 
offerings. 

Speaking  about  broadening  the  offerings  of  the  school  for  the 
benefit  of  children  leads  to  a  discussion  of  an  educational  medium 
which  is  rapidly  gaining  popularity.  Reference  is  made  to  the  use 
of  Educational  Television.  At  the  present  time  three  schools  in 
Union  No.  63  are  actively  employing  this  means  of  supplementing 
the  curriculum.  This  matter  of  Educational  Television  has  been 
discussed  already  in  Francestown  by  groups  and  has  been  used  to 
some  extent  in  school.  During  the  past  school  year  groups  of 
youngsters  from  the  upper  room  were  allowed  to  visit  nearby  homes 
that  could  satisfactorily  receive  educational  presentations  that  were 
being  offered  during  the  school  day.  This  year  offerings  are  pre- 
sented by  the  Boston  outlet  four  days  a  week  for  the  benefit  of  the 
elementary  grades,  and  on  a  few  occasions  the  pattern  of  home 
visitations  has  been  followed.  Serious  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  installation  of  a  television  set  wthin  the  school  to  provide 
for  full  utilization  of  this  medium. 

Educational  Television  is  in  many  respects  like  an  educational 
film,  the  only  difference  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  television  presenta- 
tion has  to  be  received  at  the  time  that  it  is  offered.  If  the  presenta- 
tion is  properly  prepared  for  by  the  teacher  and  adequately  follow- 
ed up  by  the  teacher,  an  excellent  unit  of  work  can  very  well  be 
developed  around  the  television  presentation.  Educational  Televis- 
ion makes  possible  the  entrance  into  the  classroom  of  outstanding 
teachers  in  various  subject  areas  such  as  literature,  social  studies 
or  music.  In  the  area  of  science,  television  brings  to  the  schoolroom 
experiments  and  demonstrations  which  would  be  impossible  to  per- 
form within  most  small  schools.  Actually  more  of  the  changes  tak- 
ing place  in  experiments  can  be  seen  on  a  television  presentation 
than  could  be  seen  if  the  demonstration  was  actually  being  made 
within  the  classroom.  It  is  predicted  that  soon  almost  every  school 
will  be  equipped  with  a  television  set  and  thereby  broaden,  en- 
hance and  improve  the  offerings  to  children.  The  citizens  of  Fran- 
cestown would  be  wise  to  consider  the  addition  of  such  a  piece 
of  equipment  to  the  school  in  the  near  future  and  thus  fully  capi- 
talize on  the  excellent  presentations  which  are  presently  being  of- 
fered. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  work  on  the  school  playground  in  the  rear  of  the  building 
continues  regularly  as  has  been  the  case  for  the  last  several  years, 
with  the  hope  that  eventually  an  adequate  playground  area  can 
be  developed  without  the  constant  menace  of  heavy  spring  rains. 
The  School  Board's  budget  for  the  coming  school  year  has  within 
it  $500.00  for  the  continuation  of  this  project.  Up  to  this  point  the 
work  that  was  done  in  the  past  year  in  the  playground  area  has 
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withstood  the  ravages  of  torrential  rains  during  the  past  fall.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  means  that  one  big  hurdle  has  been  overcome. 

Through  the  action  taken  by  the  last  School  District  Meeting 
fluorescent  lighting  has  been  installed  within  the  cafeteria  area 
and  has  markedly  improved  the  entire  atmosphere  of  this  particu- 
lar room  as  well  as  the  atmosphere  of  the  room  above  the  cafeteria. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  fire  tragedy  in  Chicago,  the  School  Board 
is  bringing  up  for  action  by  the  School  District  a  matter  that  should 
be  carefully  considered  by  all  citizens  of  the  town.  This  article  will 
provide  for  the  opening  of  another  avenue  of  exit  from  the  middle 
or  grammar  room  of  the  building.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
two  exits  from  this  room,  one  entering  on  the  main  hallway  which 
probably  would  be  in  flames  in  case  of  fire  because  of  the  location 
of  the  furnace  beneath  this  area,  and  the  other  entering  into  the 
primary  room  which  in  turn  has  an  exit  to  the  outside  of  the  build- 
ing. An  inspection  of  the  building  as  to  fire  safety  at  a  time  coin- 
ciding with  the  tragedy  in  Chicago  revealed  that  the  State  Fire 
Marshal  would  recommend  that  such  an  additional  avenue  of  de- 
parture from  the  building  be  constructed  but  that  it  was  not  action 
that  was  absolutely  necessary.  Article  No.  9  of  the  Warrant  provides 
the  townspeople  with  the  opportunity  of  deciding  action  to  be  tak- 
en relative  to  this  mater. 

Finance 

The  School  Board's  budget  for  1959-60  totals  $31,011.86,  an  in- 
crease of  $232.96  over  the  previous  year's  total  appropriation.  How- 
ever, due  to  the  fact  that  a  sizable  balance  is  anticipated  to  be  on 
hand  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  due  to  reduction  in  tuition 
costs  and  a  slight  increase  in  tuitions  received  from  Lyndeborough 
the  assessment  necessary  to  meet  the  School  Board's  budget  is 
$27,870.86  which  represents  a  decrease  of  $810.73  from  the  pre- 
vious year's  assessment  as  determined  by  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion. 

The  biggest  increase  in  the  budget  lies  within  the  area  of  Teach- 
ers' Salaries.  This  figure  is  unusually  large  because  of  the  fact  that 
during  the  present  year  it  was  impossible  for  the  School  Board  to 
hire  a  teacher  with  the  amount  of  money  that  was  budgeted  for 
that  purpose.  It  is  felt  that  this  comparatively  large  increase  in 
Teachers'  Salaries  is  absolutely  necessary  if  a  satisfactory  level  of 
education  is  to  be  maintained  in  Francestown.  The  key  to  good 
education  lies  primarily  with  the  teacher.  The  value  of  the  teacher 
in  the  teaching  situation  takes  precedence  over  any  other  factor, 
be  it  building,  equipment  or  any  facility.  It  is  hoped  that  with  this 
money  which  has  been  budgeted  for  Teachers'  Salaries  it  will  be 
possible  for  the  School  Board  to  hold  or  attract  teachers  of  satis- 
factory quality.  The  problem  of  inducing  teachers  to  accept  posi- 
tions in  small  towns  and  in  multiple  graded  rooms  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult.  Perhaps  additional  financial  compensation 
can  help  to  limit  this  difficulty  to  some  extent. 
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The  increase  in  Item  No.  21  of  $250  reflects  the  feehng  of  the 
School  Board  for  providing  funds  for  the  continuing  of  work  on  the 
playground.  An  increase  in  Item  No.  23  of  $210  sets  aside  money 
to  purchase  cafeteria  tables  and  replacement  desk  units. 

Several  areas  of  decrease  have  been  worked  out  by  the  School 
Board: 

In  Item  No.  12,  Fuel,  reduction  in  the  amount  budgeted  for  this 
item  results  in  a  saving  of  $150.  This  figure  brings  the  expendi- 
tures for  fuel  more  in  line  with  what  the  actual  expenditures  have 
been  over  the  past  several  years;  in  Item  No.  16  Transportation, 
a  reduction  of  $150  here  has  been  a  matter  of  bringing  into  line  the 
expenditures  for  transportation  with  the  contract  costs  of  transpor- 
tation; in  Item  No.  17  Tuition,  a  reduction  in  the  budget  of  $335 
is  made  possible  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  High  School 
students  from  Francestown. 

This  reduction  is  being  made  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
secondary  education  at  Peterborough  High  School  has  increased 
from  $367  per  pupil  to  $388  per  pupil,  which  is  the  state  average. 
A  decrease  in  Item  No.  22  of  $500  is  shown  because  of  the  fact 
that  during  the  present  year  money  was  raised  to  the  extent  of 
$650  for  the  installation  of  fluorescent  lighting  in  the  cafeteria. 

On  September  15,  1958  the  last  payment  on  the  present  school 
building  was  made,  bringing  about  a  reduction  in  principal  pay- 
ments of  $500.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Francestown  has  been 
paying  a  rate  of  $500  per  year  towards  the  purchase  of  the  present 
school  plant  since  1940.  At  that  time  $9,000  was  voted  to  construct 
the  present  building.  Today  $9,000  would  not  pay  for  one  of  the 
rooms  within  our  present  facility.  It  is  fair  to  say  that  the  District 
is  in  sound  financial  condition. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Francestown  School 
Board  and  citizens  of  the  community  for  assistance  given  to  help  in 
providing  the  best  for  the  children  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIVE  TOWN  COOPERATIVE 
SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  has  devoted  the  past  year  to  a  further  study 
and  review  of  all  of  the  cost  factors  relating  to  the  Crotched  Moun- 
tain Cooperative  School  for  the  five  towns  in  the  area  participating 
in  the  study.  It  has  also  arranged  with  your  representatives  to  in- 
itiate legislation  at  this  current  sitting  of  the  legislature  to  provide 
for  a  more  flexible  basis  for  distribution  of  operation  and  debt 
service  costs  among  the  five  towns  to  arrive  at  a  more  equitable 
distribution.  Assuming  that  this  legislation  is  enacted,  your  com- 
mittee feels  that  the  five  towns  would  be  in  a  good  position  to  form 
a  school  district  and  operate  a  cooperative  school. 

The  committee  feels  that  a  cooperative  school  could  offer  facili- 
ties and  curriculum  equal  to  the  educational  facilities  now  avail- 
able to  the  majority  of  the  towns  within  the  group  on  a  tuition 
basis.  Under  the  present  circumstances,  your  study  committee 
feels  that  the  added  cost  to  the  participating  towns  to  establish 
and  operate  such  a  school,  particularly  during  the  early  years  when 
the  construction  cost  would  have  to  be  amortized,  would  not  be 
warranted  at  this  time.  Therefore,  despite  the  advantages  of  own- 
ership and  representation,  the  committee  does  not  recommend 
that  the  five  towns  take  action  at  this  time. 

If  in  the  future  the  towns  now  taking  students  from  this  area 
on  a  tuition  basis  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  continue  that  prac- 
tice, your  committee  would  strongly  recommend  the  formation  of 
a  cooperative  school  district  to  solve  the  problem.  It  is  also  felt 
that  the  study  and  preparatory  work  which  has  been  done  by  this 
committee  would  be  of  great  value  under  such  circumstances  and 
would  recommend  that  the  towns  authorize  the  continuance  of 
this  committee  so  that  prompt  action  could  be  taken  in  the  event 
that  conditions  change  from  those  now  existing.  This  committee 
would  continue  to  meet  during  the  year  and  would  report  again 
at  the  annual  meeting  date.
